‘lies previous Review of the Growth, Development 
and Activities of the Library, from 1924 to 1929, 
was issued shortly after the first year of operation of the 
Annex Building which Mr. J. P. Morgan erected in 1928 
and added to his original donation. In the present Review 
it is a cause of satisfaction to record a continuous progres- 
sion towards the aims of Mr. Morgan as expressed in his 
Deed of Trust and in the Act of Incorporation: “to dis- 
seminate and contribute to the advancement of useful in- 
formation and knowledge, to encourage and develop study 
and research and generally to conduct an institution of 
educational value to the public.” 

During the period covered by this Review, particular 
emphasis has been placed upon increasing the usefulness of 
the Library to students. To this end graduate courses, con- 
ducted by recognized scholars in various fields, were in- 
augurated. Each course consisted of fifteen lectures of two 


hours, in conformity with the requirements for academic 
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credit established by the New York State Board of Educa- 
tion. In connection with the lectures and study courses, 
over 1,000 lantern slides, and a specially built Besseler 
duplex-slide projector have been acquired. The reference 
study collections of books, reproductions, and photographs 
have also been greatly enlarged. Thus 4,996 reference 
books have been acquired and made available to students, 
both on the shelves and through annotated catalogue 
cards. The Cataloguing Department reports thata total of 
165,478 new cards were filed. The reference books include 
many rare and important volumes of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, as well as early publications and 
transactions of institutions, many of which are out-of- 
print and difficult to obtain. Approximately 10,000 photo- 
graphs have been acquired. This has been made possible 
through the generous co-operation of Drs. Arthur and 
Gunther Haseloff, Dr. Hanns Swarzenski, Dr. Kirsopp 
Lake, Dr. Walter W. S. Cook, and of other scholars who 
have aided us in procuring positive prints from existing 
negatives of manuscripts in European libraries. In 1935 a 
complete photostat equipment was installed, in order to 
meet the increasing demand for reproductions of original 
material here. Due to the fact that Mr. Mark D. Brewer, 
Superintendent of Buildings, voluntarily undertook to add 
the direction and entire operation of this department to 


his already multiple duties, these requests can now be met 
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without undue delay, and photostats furnished to the stu- 
dent at the actual cost of the materials involved. 

Increased usefulness of the Library to the general public 
has been fostered through more frequent lectures and ad- 
dresses by eminent authorities; through various exhibi- 
tions held in the Annex Building; and by loans* of rare and 
valuable material to exhibitions held at other institutions. 
Exhibitions of material discussed, or of related material, 
are arranged for all lectures and addresses. 

The response of students and public alike is evidenced 
by the steady increase in the registered attendance. Apart 
from some two hundred scholars who used or consulted 
material in the Main Building, attendance in the Students’ 
Reading Room increased from 163 in 1930, to 934 in 1935. 
The public attendance increased from 2,506 in 1930, to 
somewhat over 15,000 in 1935. 

The number of publications concerning or listing ma- 
terial here, is some evidence that the resources of the Li- 
brary are becoming increasingly known to both European 


and American scholars.t 


GRADUATE STUDY COURSES 


From September 1934 to February 1935, Prof. C. R. 


Morey, Chairman of the Department of Art and Archae-

ology of Princeton University, gave a course of fifteen 
lectures on East Christian Illuminated Manuscripts. Dur- 
ing the course, Prof. Morey dealt with ivories and other 
material related tothe manuscripts. Through his extensive 
study of the important collection of Early Christian and 
other ivories in the Museo Cristiano, as well as through 
his work in the field of early manuscript illustration, Prof. 
Morey has been able to place a large part of this material 
in its proper sequence. 

Commencing in September 1935 (continued to February 
1936), he gave a course of similar duration on Evolution of 
Medieval Style. The course traced the transformation of 
the antique into the modern point of view, as illustrated 
in the shifting artistic styles and periods, from classic art 
to the fifteenth century. Prof. Morey discussed the influ- 
ence of the conservative and progressive wings of Hellen- 
istic style on the genesis of medieval art, as well as the 
infiltration of Oriental traditions to form the Byzantine 
style in the East, and of barbaric elements to form the 
Carolingian, Romanesque, and Gothic styles in the West. 

From February 8th to May 24th, 1935, Dr. Erwin Panof- 
sky (now at the Institute for Advanced Study, Princeton, 
New Jersey) conducted a course of fifteen lectures on 
Gothic and Late Medieval Illuminated Manuscripts. This 
course dealt with the stylistic and iconographic develop- 


ment of manuscript illumination in the late Middle Ages,

with particular reference to the North European schools 
of France, England, and Flanders. Throughout the course 
he made constant reference to the manuscripts in this 
Library and assigned problems in individual manuscripts 
to students enrolled for credit. 

These courses were given in co-operation with the Grad- 


uate Department of Fine Arts of New York Unversity. 


ADDRESSES 

Fourteen addresses or lectures have been given.* The 
following occasioned especial comment both from the 
audience and the press. 

On January 20th and 27th, 1931, Mr. Arthur M. Hind, 
Keeper of Prints and Drawings in The British Museum 
and author of 4 Catalogue of Rembrandt Etchings Chrono- 
logically Arranged, delivered two illustrated lectures on 
The Etchings and Drawings of Rembrandt. 

For these lectures, eighteen drawings and eighty-one 
etchings from the Rembrandt collection in the Library 
were shown on the walls of the Exhibition Room. At the 
same time, thirteen impressions of what is generally con- 
sidered Rembrandt’s greatest etching, “Christ Healing the 
Sick” or ““The Hundred Guilder Print,’’ were shown in 
the Reading Room, with the idea of impressing upon the 


collector, no less than the student, the importance of

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guality in the purchase or judgment of a print. To our 
knowledge, substantiated by Mr. Hind and others, this 
was the first time that more than five examples of this 
print had ever been shown together. Two impressions of 
very fine quality, one on Japan paper, were shown by this 
Library, and an equally fine one, formerly in the Have- 
meyer Collection, was lent by The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. The assembling of the impressions of this print 
was made possible through the courtesy and co-operation 
of Mr. H. H. Benedict, Mr. R. Horace Gallatin, Mrs. E. 
H. Harriman, Messrs. Harlow and Macdonald, Messrs. 
Kennedy & Co., Messrs. Knoedler & Co., Mr. Louis Levy, 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art, Mr. Felix Warburg, 
and Mr. Albert Wiggin. 

On January 8th, 1934, Mr. Laurence Binyon, Late 
Keeper of Prints and Drawings in The British Museum, 
delivered an illustrated address on William Blake, Poet, 
Artist, and Seer. As a poet of distinction and an outstand- 
ing scholar in the field of oriental painting, Mr. Binyon is 
equipped as perhaps are few others to give an enlightened 
interpretation of the genius of Blake. The address was 
given in a spirit which led his hearers to feel that they had 
been brought close to Blake himself. 

Mr. Royal Cortissoz opened his review of the lecture 
in the Herald Tribune of January 9th, 1934, as follows: 


“Recently, I have listened to some wingéd words, words 
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so eloquent that I cannot forbear referring to them in this 
place. They were spoken by Laurence Binyon . . . His 
theme was the whole cosmos of the man Blake. What 
made the occasion exciting, however, was the warm in- 
spiration of the discourse in its length and breadth, its 
progression from the recital of facts to the elucidation of 
mysterious things.” 

For this address sixty-one water-colour designs by Blake 
for his Book of ob were hung on the walls of the Exhibi- 
tion Room. The original set of twenty-one, executed about 
1821, is the property of this Library. Eighteen of the 
second set, executed a few years later, are the property of 
Mr. Grenville L. Winthrop; and the set of twenty-two 
smaller water-colours, executed probably for the engrav- 
ings, belong to Mr. Philip Hofer. The owners of both sets 
graciously lent them for this occasion. This is the first 
time that the three sets, all that were done in colour, have 
been shown together. 

On December 16th, 1935, Dr. Kirsopp Lake, sometime 
Professor of Early Christian Literature and Ecclesiastical 
History, now Professor of History, Harvard University, 
delivered an address on The Early History of The Christmas 
Festival. This address opened the Exhibition of I[lumi- 
nated Manuscripts and Drawings Illustrating the Nativity 
Cycle. Dr. Lake reviewed the history of the Feast of the 


Nativity, beginning with its earliest recognition in the 
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fourth century and the subsequent transference of its 
commemoration from January 6th (Epiphany) to Decem- 
ber 25th, at the instigation of Pope Liberius. He also 
suggested the reasons underlying the adoption of the latter 
date by the Church, and touched upon certain customs 
with which later centuries and various countries have 


celebrated Christmas Day. 


EXHIBITIONS 


With the additional space afforded by the Annex Build- 
ing, it has been the policy of the Board of Trustees to have 
exhibitions placed on view from September through June. 

General exhibitions, illustrative of the scope and con- 
tent of the Library, are arranged at least twice a year. 
One of the most successful of these was held during March 
and April of 1932. It consisted of biblical, classical, and 
other textual manuscripts, dating from the sixth to the 
sixteenth century, and of autograph manuscripts dating 
from the seventeenth to the twentieth century. The first 
printed edition of the text of each manuscript was shown 
beside it. The large attendance during the two months 
included many classes from public schools and other edu- 
cational institutions. 

During the period covered by this Review, twenty-six 
special exhibitions have been arranged, including those 
listed here. 


Iratian Exutisition. November 1931-January 1932. 
Over 200 examples of fifteenth-century printing in Italy, first 
editions of Italian classics, and manuscripts written and 
illuminated in Italy. Arranged primarily for the visit of Dino 
Grandi, then Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs. 


BiakeE Exuisition. January gth to 20th, 1934. 
Sixty-one water-colours for Blake’s Book of ob, twenty- 
three plates from his Songs of Innocence, twenty-two from 
the Songs of Experience, and twelve from his America. Ar- 
ranged in connection with the lecture of Mr. Laurence Binyon 
of The British Museum: William Blake, Poet, Artist, and Seer. 


CoLour In Printinc. December17th,1934 to February 16th,1935. 
Books and prints illustrating the historical and technical 
progress of the art of colour-printing from 1455 to 1850. To 
this exhibition seventy-eight prints and two books were lent 
by The Metropolitan Museum of Art; forty-eight volumes 
by Mr. Philip Hofer; and two by Mr. Rudolf Ruzicka. 


ARMORIAL AND RELATED BOOKBINDINGS, 1500-1800. October 

14th to December 7th, 1935. 
The use of armorial bookstamps in England, France, and 
Italy was illustrated by 149 books selected from the collec- 
tion of bindings in the Library. Examples from the great 
private libraries, with the arms or devices of the collector, 
were shown in chronological sequence with similar bindings 
from royal collections and from the libraries of ecclesiastical 
dignitaries. 


ILLUMINATED Manuscripts AND Drawincs ILLUSTRATING 
THE CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL. December 16th, 1935 (continued to 
January 3Ist, 1936). 
One hundred and twenty-four illuminated manuscripts and 
twenty-two original drawings were selected from the collec- 
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tion here, to illustrate the Nativity cycle, introduced by 
representations of the prophets and sibyls who foretold the 
birth of Christ, and concluding with depictions of the Adora- 
tion of the Magi. The examples, dating from the ninth to 
the sixteenth century, included specimens of the art of twelve 
countries. 


LOANS FOR EXHIBITION 


In order to serve a larger public than the limited space 
of the Library permits, an Exhibition of 134 illuminated 
manuscripts and twenty illuminated leaves, dating from 
the ninth to the sixteenth century, was opened on Novem- 
ber 28th, 1933 in the Main Exhibition Room of The New 
York Public Library, through the courtesy of the Trustees 
and the Director of that institution. The majority of the 
volumes were displayed in thirty-six floor cases, and the 
single leaves in standing frames. Thirteen manuscripts 
having gold, silver-gilt, or other metal covers decorated 
with jewels, semi-precious stones, ivories, or enamels, were 
placed upright on the shelves of five large standing cases 
in the central corridor of the room, in order that visitors 
might see the book as a whole, the binding as well as the 
illumination. 

When this Exhibition was planned, it was expected to 
have a somewhat limited appeal; consequently the large 
and serious attendance was gratifying as well as astonish- 


ing. The attendance for the first month reached 36,913, a 
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daily average of 1,118 visitors. Following the request of a 
number of organizations, Dr. E. H. Anderson, then Direc- 
tor of The New York Public Library, authorized the open- 
ing of the Exhibition Room for several evenings in 1934, 
and in connection with these special meetings, granted the 
use of a room for lectures on the Exhibition. 

In response to overwhelming requests received by the 
authorities of The New York Public Library, as well as by 
this Library, the Exhibition was extended through April 
1934. 

A Catalogue of the Exhibition, preceded by a compre- 
hensive Introduction by Mr. Charles F. McCombs, Super- 
intendent of the Main Reading Room, was printed in the 
Bulletin of The New York Public Library for February 
1934." 

In September 1934, The Pierpont Morgan Library 
issued a privately-printed Catalogue of the Exhibition, 
with a brief description of each item shown, and illustrated 
with 110 full-page collotype plates. The last paragraph of 
the Introduction written for the Catalogue by Prof. C. R. 
Morey of Princeton University, well expresses a reason for 
the decline in the quality of manuscript illumination: 
“The window that transformed the light of day into the 
Light Divine, and the illuminated page that turned the

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text into the Living Word, could hardly survive the re- 
versal of the process whereby the Renaissance made man 
and nature more interesting than God. Nor could such an 
art as that reflected in the Windmill Psalter outlast the 
distinction which the sixteenth century thought it had 


achieved, of beauty from truth.” 


Twelve illuminated manuscripts, all of English origin, 
dating from the twelfth to the fourteenth century, were 
lent from May 3rd to September 19th, 1930, to the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum, London, for its important and 
comprehensive Exhibition of English Mediaeval Art. Five 
illuminated manuscripts of Flemish origin, dating from 
the thirteenth to the sixteenth century, were lent from 
May 3rd to November 11th, 1930 to the Exposition Inter- 
nationale... d Art Flamand Ancien held at Antwerp, 
Belgium. To the Exposition de l Art Italien de Cimabue a 
Tiepolo held at the Petit Palais in Paris from May to 
July 1935, the Library lent four manuscripts illuminated 


in Italy in the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. 


STAFF 


The expanded activities and growth of the Library have 
necessitated an increased staff. Dr. Curt F. Biihler (A. B. 
Yale, 1927; Ph.D. Trinity College, Dublin, 1930) was ap- 


pointed in January 1934, as research scholar and cata- 
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loguer in the field of Early English Texts and Early Print- 
ing. In September 1934, Mr. Philip Hofer (Harvard A. B., 
1921; A. M., 1929) joined the staff to assume charge of 
the Drawings, Prints, and Illustrated Books. Prior to this 
time Mr. Hofer had been adviser for the Spencer Collec- 
tion in the Central Branch of The New York Public 
Library. In February 1935, Mrs. Betty Carson Tyson was 
appointed to the Cataloguing Department, specializing 
in Bookbindings. 

It is with much regret that we announce the resignation 
in December 1934, of Miss Ada Thurston, who had been 
closely identified with this Library since its inception. 
Her value to it is best attested by the fact that, after 
her resignation, 1t was necessary to distribute her many 
activities among three departments. Miss Thurston is now 
engaged in revising and editing, for publication in the near 
future, the Check-list of Incunabula in The Pierpont Mor- 
gan Library, compiled from her extensive cataloguing of 


this material. 


The Library conducts a very large correspondence in 
reply to inquiries concerning material in its various de- 
partments as well as in other institutions in America, and 
in checking lists and proof-sheets. This activity 1s not 
treated in further detail here, as we consider it to be one 


of the routine functions of the Library.

The statements contained in the following descriptions and in 
the supplementary lists of Accessions (pp. 77-151), are made to 
the best of our knowledge and research. We will welcome any 
corrections or additional information, which will be invaluable 
not only to ourselves, but also to those who make inquiry of us. 
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ILLUMINATED OR TEXTUAL MANUSCRIPTS 
Among the manuscripts acquired’, the following are of 


such importance as to merit particular notice. 


MS. 783 anp MS. 784 THe Gospets. In Syriac. VI-VII 
CENTURY. 


These two codices are important for their text and because of 
the comparative rarity of Syriac Gospels of so early a date. They 
are both of the Peshitta, 7.e. the authorized version of the Syrian 
Church. The text of each manuscript is written in an unusually 
large Estrangela script. 

Dr. Charles C. Torrey of the Department of Semitic Lan- 
guages at Yale University writes us of Ms. 783: “This is a re- 
markably fine specimen of very early Syriac calligraphy, in an 
unusually large hand. Beyond question this is one of the most 
important existing manuscripts of the Syriac Gospels. It could 
not be dated very exactly, but certainly is not later than the 
sixth century.” 

The two manuscripts were discovered in a cupboard in the 
Jacobite Syrian Church of Harput in Armenia by the noted 
Biblical scholar, Dr. J. Rendel Harris, formerly Curator of 
Manuscripts at the John Rylands Library. The leaves were ar- 
ranged in order by Dr. Harris, who had the damaged portions 
carefully restored. 


MS. 776 PsaALTER IN THE RoMAN VERSION WITH OCCASIONAL 
GALLICAN READINGS. ENGLISH (CANTERBURY?). VIII Century. 


Written in South England, possibly at Canterbury, towards 
the middle of the eighth century, in a very fine, uniform script of 
Anglo-Saxon majuscules, in brown ink. This is a splendidly pre-

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served example of pre-Carolingian script and is particularly im- 
portant in that it exhibits the precocious development of gro- 
tesques in the ornament; the initials are drawn with great pre- 
cision and are of real beauty. 

The text is that of the so-called Roman Psalter for which the 
English copies may be the true basis. There appears to be no 
other early copy of this text, apart from the Vespasian Psalter 
in The British Museum and the Hamilton Psalter at Berlin. 

Several leaves are lacking. There are Anglo-Saxon glosses of 
the ninth and tenth century and occasional marginal notes, in 
Latin, of the ninth century. The Anglo-Saxon glosses were pub- 
lished by E. Brock as an appendix to the 1880 edition of the 
Blickling Homilies, edited by Richard Morris for the Early Eng- 
lish Text Society. Preceding the Psalter text is a fourteenth- or 
fifteenth-century Kalendar in which, as well as on the fly-leaves, 
are a number of names relating to Lincoln; the manuscript may, 
at one time, have belonged to the cathedral there. 

The decoration consists of large ornamental initials, some of 
them touched with wash gold, for the beginning of each Psalm, 
and decorative title-headings for Psalms 38, 68, 80, and 118. 
Descriptive headings for each Psalm are inserted in red. The 
initials are generally filled in with interlace terminating in birds’ 
and monsters’ heads, and are outlined in red dots. The smaller 
initials at the commencement of each verse are similarly out- 
lined in red dots. There are also a few human heads of an ex- 
tremely stylized character. This ornamentation, as well as the 
script, represents a later variation of types found in the Lindis- 
farne Gospels, and is also related to the Durham Psalter and a 
Roman Psalter from Canterbury in The British Museum (Cot- 
ton Vesp. a. 1.). It is possible that the Morgan manuscript was 
also written at Canterbury. 

From the Library of the Marquess of Lothian at Blickling 
Hall, Norfolk, England. 
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MS. 768 Hesycuius or JerusALEM. In Leviticum Lisri 
SEPTEM. FRencuH. IX CENTuRY, 


Written in France, possibly at Beauvais, in the latter half of 
the ninth century. An unusually large number of scribes seem to 
have been employed. The name of one of them, “Gregorius,”’ ap- 
pears on the lower margin of fol. 80”. 

The text is a commentary on Leviticus translated from an 
original Greek text, now lost, ascribed to the priest Hesychius 
of Jerusalem (d. ca. 434), whose authorship was formerly 
doubted by historians. The Latin translation was already in use 
by Carolingian theologians, such as Hrabanus Maurus (ca. 776- 
856) and Ratbert of Corbie (7. 822-847). Of this manuscript, 
Dr. E. A. Lowe of Oxford University says: “‘As a text, so far as 
I know, it is the earliest in existence; at least I can say that it is 
older than the single copy possessed by the Bibliothéque Na- 
tionale and the four manuscripts which exist in England; of its 
paleographical interest there can be no doubt.” 

In the twelfth and thirteenth century the manuscript be- 
longed to the Chapter Library of the Cathedral of Beauvais, as 
is evidenced by the inscription Sci petri beluacensis on fols. 2 and 
313, and the shelf-mark cixxv1. It is listed as no. §4 in the fif- 
teenth-century catalogue of that library, and as no. 70 in the 
inventory of 1750. According to Dr. Wilhelm Koehler, the 


manuscript may well have been written at Beauvais itself. 


MS. 781 THE Four Gospe.s, AusTRIAN (SALZBURG). EaRLy 
XI Century. 

Written and illuminated at the Benedictine Monastery of St. 
Peter at Salzburg, Austria, between the years 1000 and IoIo. 

Of this manuscript Dr. Georg Swarzenski says: ““The Gospels 
of St. Peter is a magnificent manuscript of the first rank . . . The 
entry at the end of certain privileges granted at St. Peter’s bears 
witness to the fact that in the second half of the twelfth century

at the latest, the manuscript was already there; while its re- 
semblance to other Salzburg manuscripts of the eleventh cen- 
tury makes us presume that it was actually executed there... Asa 
liturgical luxury manuscript the Salzburg Gospels is of a rare 
type, developed in the southwest schools of German illumina- 
tion, which gives the full Biblical Gospels text, not merely a 
selection of the readings needed for the Mass; in addition, the 
pictures are not placed before the separate Gospels but are 
spaced throughout the text as illustrations ...””* 

The pericope is followed by simple but effective architectural 
canon-tables. Each Gospel is preceded by an Evangelist por- 
trait and a richly decorated [ncipit page. The nineteen minia- 
tures which illustrate the text are each contained within an 
architectural framework flanked by columns or towers; each 
scene is provided with a background of gold or of silver (prob- 
ably a tin formation) which has not suffered from oxidization. 
The colours are soft and pale, but rich in effect, with unusual 
tonal harmonies of lavender, rose, green, yellow, orange, and 
blue. There are no unnecessary accessories, and the composi- 
tions are rendered the more effective by their simplicity. While 
the canon-tables and the Evangelist portraits closely resemble 
those of the Michelbeuren Gospels at Munich (Clm. 8272), the 
artist of ms. 781 displays his originality and true genius in the 
figure style and organization of the illustrative scenes. 


(PLATE 1) 


MS. 780 Lectionary. AUSTRIAN (SALZBURG). XI CENTURY. 
Written and illuminated in the Benedictine Monastery of St. 
Peter at Salzburg, Austria, in the second half of the eleventh 
century, by custos Bertolt, who in a Latin inscription on the last 
leaf states that he made this book and presented it with joyful 
heart to the Key-bearer of Heaven, in expiation of his sins. The

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celebration of the natal days of St. Benedict and of St. Rupert, 
founder of the monastery of St. Peter at Salzburg, further attests 
the origin of the manuscript in that abbey. According to Dr. 
Georg Swarzenski*, the style of the illumination indicates a 
strong influence from St. Emmeran at Regensburg. 

As a prototype for his miniatures the artist apparently used a 
Lectionary of the early eleventh century, now in the State Li- 
brary at Munich (cod. lat. 4454 cim. 179); from this he derived 
the cycle of representations, though simplifying his compositions 
in accordance with the smaller size of his manuscript. Custos 
Bertolt is also, presumably, the artist of a Gospels in the Bene- 
dictine Abbey at Admont (cod. 511); to a pupil of his may be 
attributed another Gospels in the Library of Graz University. 

The illumination consists of nineteen miniatures to illustrate 
the text, and numerous large, richly ornamented initials in gold 
and silver preceding the more important passages. It provides 
an early example of Byzantine influence in Austria, which has 
affected the figure style as well as the iconography. In compari- 
son with ms. 781, the drapery is considerably stiffer and more 
formal in arrangement, with a resultant loss in vitality. This is 
compensated for by an increased hieratic dignity in the abstract 
compositions, which are very suggestive of monumental paint- 
ing. In colour, the Lectionary closely resembles the beautiful 
harmonies found in the manuscript of the Gospels discussed 
above; the continuity of tradition may best be seen by a com- 
parison of the decorative initials. 


(PLATE ITI) 


MS. 777 Tue Four Gospets. Enciiso (CANTERBURY?). XII 
CENTURY. 


Written and illuminated in the vicinity of Canterbury, early 
in the twelfth century.

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. Each of the Gospels is preceded by a full-page miniature of 
the Evangelist, remarkable alike in style and in iconography. 
The manner of drawing and the accessories in these pictures are 
curiously archaic and suggest dependence upon some Caro- 
lingian archetype. Iconographically the representations are 
unique, in that each Evangelist is portrayed seated upon his 
symbol, a device apparently unknown elsewhere before the fif- 
teenth century. This may perhaps be accounted for by a trans- 
ference from the early oriental type of astrological representa- 
tion, in which the planetarian divinities are shown mounted 
upon their zodiacal signs, as for example in the Arabic manu- 
script Or. 133 in the Bodleian Library at Oxford. The transfer- 
ence of the theme and its application to the Evangelists may 
have arisen because of the parallel association with zodmorphic 
symbols, of human figures invested with superhuman signifi- 
cance. This explanation would also account for the discrepancy, 
in the Morgan manuscript, between the markedly Eastern style 
of the animal symbols, and the purely Western and Carolingian 
type of Evangelists. 

The text of each Gospel, as well as the preface to it, opens 
with a decorative initial; the first lines are written in capitals of 
red, buff, or green. The colour-scheme throughout is unusually 
bright; red, blue, and green predominate. The gold leaf is of a 
distinct coppery tint. 

In the sixteenth century the manuscript belonged to Stephen 
Bateman (d. 1585) who wrote several inscriptions in it, includ- 
ing his name inscribed in pseudo-Anglo-Saxon characters on the 
scroll held by St. Mark. Subsequently it was in the Libraries of 
Lord Mostyn and of A. Chester Beatty. It has been fully de- 
scribed by Dr. E. G. Millar of the Department of Manuscripts 
of The British Museum, in his Catalogue of the Western Manu- 
scripts in the Library of A. Chester Beatty, London, 1927, vol 1. 

(PEATE 
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MS. 791 THE BisLeE (1n Latin). Encuiisu. XIII Century. 

Written and illuminated in England, in the first quarter of the 
thirteenth century. The text concludes with the apocryphal 
Epistle of St. Paul to the Laodiceans. 

The illumination consists of a full-page frontispiece, and 
eighty-three large illuminated initials preceding each book of 
the Bible and sometimes also the prefaces to the books. The ma- 
jority of these historiated or decorated initials are executed on 
separate pieces of vellum pasted onto the leaves in spaces re- 
served for the purpose. In other cases, miniatures of slightly 
later date have been inserted into spaces from which a picture or 
initial had been removed. 

The full-page frontispiece depicts: above, the Trinity en- 
throned within a quatrefoil; on either side seraphim and twelve 
half-length figures also winged and nimbed (Apostles?); de/ow, 
centre, four fallen angels; right, the four rivers of Paradise 
(Genesis II: 10-14) i.e., the Phison encompassing a medallion 
with heads and city walls representing the land of Hevilath 
(Arabia?); the Gehon, encompassing Ethiopia; the Tigris en- 
circling Assyria; and the Euphrates watering Persia. Left, oppo- 
site this, six angels support a medallion enclosing water and 
green land, over which hovers the Dove (representing the Spirit 
of God moving over the waters—Genesis, I: 2). The lower half 
of the page is occupied by six rondels containing further epi- 
sodes of the Creation. 

The margins of fol. 1 contain the autograph signatures of 
various distinguished visitors to Blickling Hall, including We/- 
lington, October 27th, 1819; Alexandra, 7th December, 1888; and 
_ Albert Edward P (King Edward VII) Dec. 9, ’98. 

This very fine and richly illustrated example of English illu- 
mination of the period was purchased by Mr. Philip Hofer at 
the sale of the Library of the Marquess of Lothian, New York, 
1932, and was presented by him to this Library in May, 1935. 

(PLATE IV) 
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MS. 785 Apt Ma. sHar (ALBUMAZAR). ASTROLOGICAL TREA- 
TISES. FLEMISH (BRUGES). Ca. 1400. 


Written and illuminated in Bruges, before 1403. 

The opening words of the text state that the work was trans- 
lated from the Persian into Latin. It is, however, merely an 
abridgement of the Latin translation made by Hermannus Dal- 
mata between 1140 and 1143, from the Arabic original. 

There are seventy-six full-page illuminations painted in 
gouache upon the uncoloured vellum. The first part of the manu- 
script is devoted to the twelve signs of the zodiac and the so- 
called Paranatellonta, and the second part to the seven planets. 
Its particular interest lies in the fact that it can be aligned with 
a group of manuscripts illustrating the same text, which range 
from the mid-thirteenth century to about 1500. The Arabic 
tradition of illustration, which is parallel to the western type in 
many respects, is exemplified by a manuscript in the Bodleian 
Library at Oxford (Or. 133). An early example of the western 
pictorial tradition is a late Romanesque manuscript of South 
Italian origin, dating from about the middle of the thirteenth 
century, in the Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris (ms. lat. 7330). 
The direct prototype of Ms. 785 is a Franco-Flemish manuscript 
of about 1350in The British Museum (Sloane ms. 3983). The 
Morgan manuscript is followed by a direct copy, a French 
manuscript of the late fifteenth century (Paris, Bib. nat. ms. 
lat. 7331); a copy of that, of slightly later date, is in the Smith- 
Lesouéf Collection at Nogent-sur-Marne; and a still later one, 
about 1500, is Paris Bib. nat. ms. lat. 7334. According to Dr. 
Erwin Panofsky, “This series gives us an unparalleled insight 
into the transmission and transformation of oriental types in 
western art and, in addition, into the new romantically realistic 
wave around 1400, which led to the expressively vulgar types 
to be found in ms. 785.”’ The connection between the above- 
mentioned manuscripts will be discussed by Dr. E. Panofsky 
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and Dr. F. Saxl in the second edition of their book on Diirer’s 
engraving Melencolia. I, and by Dr. Saxl and Dr. H. Meier in 
their catalogue of astrological and mythological manuscripts in 
England. 

An inscription on fol. 51” states that the miniatures were 
ordered by the Abbot Lubertus, of Bruges; above this is an 
inscription and monogram which identifies the manuscript as 
- having been in the possession of Jean de France, duc de Berri. 
The book was given by Lubertus Hautschild, Abbot of S. Bar- 
thélemi of the Augustinian Order of Eeckhout at Bruges, to the 
duc de Berri on June 7, 1403, and appears as no. 177 in the in- 
ventory of books belonging to Jean de France, duc de Berri, 
published by Delisle. Hautschild, or Anschilt, was born in 
Bruges in 1347 and died there in 1417. Another inscription in the 
manuscript indicates that in the eighteenth century it belonged 
to the Baron de Joursanvault. 


(PLATE V) 


MS. 788 MaTALi¢ AL-SAt(ADA WA-MANABIC AL-SIYADA. TREA- 
TISES ON ASTROLOGY AND DIVINATION, AND OTHER TEXTS. 
Turxisu. XVI Century. 

Written and illuminated on highly polished paper. There are 
seventy-one full-page illuminations, and numerous title-pieces 
in gold, blue, red, green, pink, and yellow. The borders framing 
each page are gold. The first twenty-one miniatures relate to 
astrology, and are of special interest in conjunction with Mor- 
gan Ms. 785 (Abu Marshar) and the manuscripts of the same 
group, and with Bodleian Or. 133; for example, the oriental 
type of Venus playing upon a musical instrument, transmitted 
to this group of western manuscripts, is here shown in its origi- 
nal form (see Plate v). The next nineteen miniatures, unaccom- 
panied by any text except their titles, derive from the al-Kaz- 
wini Marvels of Creation illuminated around 1540 and repro- 
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ducing an original of about 1480. The remaining illuminations 
represent various divinities and their talismans. The style imi- 
tates a Persian manuscript of East-Iranian origin of about the 
year 1500, as is evidenced by the costumes. 

The text comprises two treatises: the first is entitled The 
Ascension of Propitious Stars and the Sources of Sovereignty; the 
second is a translation of a famous Arabic work, the Djafr, con- 
cerning the art of divination by means of letters of the alphabet. 
The authorship of this treatise is attributed to the ‘Alid Imam 
Dja‘far al-Sadik. 

An inscription in gold on fol. 137” gives the date 990 A.H. 
(1582 a.p.). This date is the same as that in the colophon of 
Paris Bib. nat. ms. supp. turc. 242; the text and miniatures of 
the Paris manuscript are nearly identical with those in the 
Morgan manuscript, which appears to be a copy of it. The date 
given in the Morgan manuscript may have been copied with the 
text. The Paris volume was executed by Sidi Muhammad ibn 
Amir Hasan al-Surtdi at the order of the Sultan Murad III for 
his daughter Fatima Sultana, while the Morgan copy bears the 
name of Queen ‘A’isha. The medallion on fol. 4 encloses the fol- 
lowing dedication :* ‘‘For the library of the Mistress of Esteem 
and Honour, the Possessor of Nobility and Magnificence, the 
Exalted Queen, the Beneficent and Veiled One of the Harem of 
the Auspicious Sultanate, the Protector of the Palms of the Gar- 
den of the Sultanate, Rose of the Rose-garden of the Realm and 
Glory, Precious Pearl of the Diadem of Magnificence and Lus- 
trous Jewel of the Necklace of Felicity, the Select One of the 
House of ‘Uthman [Osman]: Her Excellency ‘A’isha of the 
House of the Sultan, Most Distinguished for Munificence, Com- 
panion of Felicity and Supreme Fortune, in Sublimity Higher 
than the Sun and Moon, in Chastity the Glorious Stronghold. 
Amen.” It has not been possible, as yet, to identify this ‘A’isha;

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if the date 1582 is correct, she should be a lady of the harem of 
Murad III, but if this date has merely been copied from the 
manuscript in Paris, she would be a later member of the Otto- 
man family. 


(PLATE V) 


MS. 775 ORDINANCES OF ARMOoURY, JOUSTING, SwoRD AND 
AxE CoMBAT, AND CHIVALRY IN GENERAL. ENGLISH. XV 
CENTURY. 


Written and illuminated in England in the fifteenth century, 
for Sir John Astley, K. G. (d. 1486), whose arms appear through- 
out. 

The majority of texts gathered together in this miscellany re- 
late to chivalry and tournaments, including descriptions of the 
routine of jousting and accounts of combats. Sir John Astley, 
for whom the manuscript was compiled, was famous in the fif- 
teenth century for feats of arms and was an authority on the 
subject of single combats. He was elected a Knight of the Garter 
in 1461, was prominent in the service of Edward IV, and was 
present at his funeral in 1483. He is depicted in several of the 
miniatures, some of which portray actual combats in which he 
took part. Other texts treat of events of contemporary interest, 
such as a poem on the coronation of Henry VI in 1429, describ- 
ing the procession and the feast. Still other texts deal with 
classical subjects, including the Epistle of Othea to Hector;* and 
English translations of Vegetius’ De re militari, Aristotle’s 
Secreta Secretorum, and the Parvus and Magnus Cato. 

The decoration consists of four full-page and five smaller 
miniatures, as well as marginal ornamentation and illuminated 
initials. The illuminations are evidently by several hands and 
possibly of slightly varying dates; some of the colour appears to 
have been added later. They are of particular interest because of

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their representations of contemporary costumes and accessories. 

At some time the manuscript was in the possession of Edward 
VI when Prince of Wales as is evidenced by the sixteenth-cen- 
tury binding bearing the motto Ich Dien. The central medallion, 
which must have contained the triple ostrich plume, has been 
removed from both covers. The precise circumstances under 
which the manuscript passed from the Astleys into the hands of 
Edward VI and back again to the Astley (Hastings) family, are 
not known, although the numerous connections of the Astley 
family with the Crown may account for the transfers. 

On the recto of the second leaf are the autographs of Thomas 
Fitzhugh, Bryan Tunstall, and Thomas Tunstall. 


PRINTED BOOKS 

Among the printed books, other than reference material, 
acquired during these years are many of particular impor- 
tance to the student either for their typography, their text, 
or their artistic content. The list of these accessions* is of 
interest both for its scope and variety. To the already large 
collection of Incunabula here, 136 titles have been added. 
They comprise examples from ninety-eight separate presses 
of the fifteenth century in Germany, Italy, France, the Low 
Countries, Switzerland, Austro-Hungary, Spain, Portugal, 
and England. In respect to localities, they were printed in 
fifty-two towns. Seven of these towns (Genoa, Lisbon, 
Merseburg, Novi, Offenburg, Olmiitz, and Toscolano) and 
thirty-two of the presses were not previously represented 


in the Library. To the presses already well represented,

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over thirty volumes bearing the Aldine imprint, and six 
examples from the early English presses (Caxton, Wynkyn 
de Worde, Pynson) have been added. 

Notable among the latter are two examples from the 
press of William Caxton, the first English printer: Lyd- 
gate’s The churl and the bird (Plate v1) and his The horse, 
the sheep, and the goose. The former is unique, and of the 
latter the only other recorded copy is a fragment of six 
leaves in the University Library, Cambridge. 

The Zainer advertisement (Plate xiv) of seven books 
printed by him between 1469 and 1472, is the only copy 
recorded. | 

From the textual point of view the additions are of more 
general interest. Fully one-half of the books listed are First 
Editions of liturgical, classical, and scientific texts, as well 
as the works of poets and prose writers from the Renais- 
sance through the nineteenth century. A number of the lat- 
ter were purchased for comparison with the author’s manu- 
script, already in the Library. The large collection of bibli- 
cal and liturgical books in the Library has been increased 
by the first editions of the Bible in French, the Bible in 
German, the first illustrated German Bible, and the first 
Latin Bible in octavo (“the poor man’s Bible’’); also, the 
first printed editions of the New Testament in Greek, Irish 
and Welsh, as well as the first English New Testament 
printed zz England. To these may be added the first Offices 
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for Daily Use printed in Spain, the second English Prymer, 
and the first Ratisbon Psalter. 

Six important first editions have been added to the col- 
lection of Romances. Additions to the Americana section 
include the letter of Columbus concerning his discoveries, 
printed by Plannck in 1493—his second edition of the text, 
but the first to mention both Ferdinand and Isabella; also, 
an unique copy of the earliest printing (1530) of the “lost” 
Fourth Bull of Pope Alexander VI, promulgated in 1493, 
giving rights in the New World to Spain. Shortly after this 
highly important item was acquired by the late Rev. Dr. 
Roderick Terry, Dr. Worthington C. Ford wrote him as 
follows: “It is indeed one of the prime nuggets and worthy 
to stand by the side of the Spanish version of the Columbus 
letter in The New York Public Library.” 

Lastly, Illustrated Books are no less well represented. A 
considerable number of the printed books were acquired 
because of their woodcuts or engravings. These range in 
period and subject from the first illustrated book printed 
in Switzerland, The Fortress of the Faith of Alphonsus de 
Spina, printed at Basel in 1475, to Hayley’s Little Tom the 
Sailor, designed and etched by William Blake in 1800. The 
special collection of Herbals in the Library has been aug- 
mented by four important illustrated examples, printed at 
Louvain, Nuremberg, Venice, and Cracow respectively.

Aesop's Life and Fables in Latin, printed at Augsburg in 
1480, is illustrated with the remarkable woodcuts which 
first appeared in the Ulm edition of about 1476. 

Special mention may be made of the four books, from 
each of which a page is reproduced. Two of them seem to 
have been illustrated by a Haarlem designer, who appar- 
ently owes his inspiration to the cuts in the Canticum Can- 
ticorum and other Dutch blockbooks. The earlier of these — 
is Deguileville’s Le Pélerinage de Vie Humaine, in Dutch, 
printed at Haarlem in 1486 (Plate viz). The other, probably 
illustrated by the same artist, although differing markedly 
in the cutting and composition of the woodcuts, is the only 
known copy of Le Fardin de Devotion in Dutch (Plate x1), 
printed at Antwerp by Rolant van den Dorpe in 1496. 

Perhaps the most important of the illustrated books is 
the Plenarium, in Low German, printed at Libeck by ““The 
Poppy Printer” in 1492 (Plate x11). Most of the numerous 
woodcuts it contains are small, but the best of them are 
among the finest to appear in any German book of the 
fifteenth century. The chief interest of the Ordonnances de 
la Prevoste des Marchans, printed at Paris for Vérard in 
1500-1501 (Plate x11), lies in the graphic portrayal, through 
woodcuts, of the trades and occupations in Paris at the 


turn of the sixteenth century. 


Additions to the collections of Autograph Manuscripts, 
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Letters and Documents; Prints and Drawings; and Book- 
bindings, are discussed on pp. 102-108, 109-110, and I1I- 


112, respectively. 


The progress and accomplishments of the Library in the 
years under review, are due in large part to the loyal co- 
operation of the entire staff. Acknowledgment must be 
made to the various Curators for the material contained 
herein concerning acquisitions in their departments, and 
to Miss Helen M. Franc for assistance in preparing this

Written and illuminated at Miinster in Westphalia, Germany, 
for the use of the monastery of St. Mauritius extra-Muros. 

The decoration consists of two large initial letters outlined in 
gold and filled in with a leaf or small design in green, lavender, 
orange and gold; twenty similar but smaller initials into which 
silver is often introduced; and large and small plain gold capital 
letters throughout. The phrase In illo tempore is always intro- 
duced by a gold initial 7. The initials on fols. 3’-9 are of a dif- 
ferent type from the others in the manuscript, and are written 
ina clear, brilliant gold with very thin underpainting, while the 
remainder are of a darker gold mixed with a heavy green sizing. 
The text is rubricated throughout. 

On fols. 1-2 and 153°-155", in various hands ranging from the 
thirteenth to the sixteenth centuries, are notes of the cost of 
provisions, and formulas for oaths of office (chaplain, provost, 
canon, etc.) with references showing that at an early date the 
manuscript was in the possession of the monastery of St. 
Mauritius extra-Muros, Miinster. 


BINDING: 
The ivory plaque (534 x 314 inches) in the centre of the upper 


cover, representing the Descent from the Cross, has been dis- 
cussed by Dr. Adolph Goldschmidt as English workmanship of 
the first half of the twelfth century. Noteworthy iconographic 
features of the ivory are the absence of the Virgin Mary from 
the scene, the Dextera Dei grasping the cruciform nimbus above 
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the head of Christ, and the attitude of the angels with hands 
pressed together in prayer, an early example of this attitude of 
worship.

Written in South France or Italy in the thirteenth century. 

The text treats of herbs, which are alphabetically arranged, 
beginning with Achoris on fol. 1 and ending with Zeoar on fol. 
60”. This is the version made, according to the Bamberg manu- 
script Bam. L.111.9, by Constantinus Africanus (1015-1087). It 
lacks the prologue and commentary by Peter of Abano, who is 
reputed to have lectured on this work about the year 1300. It 
differs in minor respects from the first printed version (Colle: 
1478), but is clearly the same work. 

At the end of the manuscript is the beginning of a book, De 
Febribus, not by Dioscurides, which breaks off abruptly; it is 
followed by a brief treatise, De Urinis. The text, written in a 
very small fine hand, is rubricated throughout with numerous 
initials in red, and marginal notes. 

The first and last page contain, in a sixteenth-century hand, 
the signature of an early French owner, “Vigrerius Medicus.”

Written and illuminated in Northeast England late in the 
thirteenth century. La Lumiere as Lais is preceded by a poem on 
The Vanity of Human Affairs, and by another in Latin quatrains; 
it is followed by a poem on The Love of God. All of these are by 
unidentified authors. 

The text is written by several scribes in heavy brown ink on 
long narrow sheets of vellum, and is rubricated throughout. 
There are small capital letters for the opening of each line, and 
divisional subject-headings in red. 

La Lumiere as Lais, of which about ten manuscripts have 
been noted by Paul Meyer, is an Anglo-Norman poem in the 
form of a dialogue between master and disciple, designed to give 
theological instruction to laics ignorant of Latin. The text is 
based partly on the Liber Sententiarum of Peter Lombard, and 
partly on the Lucidarius ascribed to Honoré d’Autun. 

The Anglo-Norman poem on The Vanity of Human Affairs 
(fols. 2-3"), beginning Mut est homme fous ke trop se fie, is known 
in only two other copies. The Latin poem of 204 lines (fols. 3’- 
5”), written in quatrains and beginning Mens affectus racio quest 
covenite, has not as yet been identified. The Anglo-Norman 
poem on The Love of God and The Hatred of Sin, which con- 
cludes the manuscript (fols. 190-194), is known in several other 
examples and has been published by P. Meyer. It was com- 
posed by an unknown author in England in the second half of 
the thirteenth century, for the instruction of a lady addressed 
by the writer as dele suer. 

The decoration of the manuscript consists of seven small 
square illuminated initials, for the opening of the Prologue and 
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for each of the six books of La Lumiere as Lais. They are out- 
lined in gold and generally enclose the figures of two monks 
against a blue ground. The outer margins of the pages are 
adorned with outline drawings in pen and ink, representing 
figures, heads, birds, and animals.

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The text, in rhymed German verse, is an extension and re- 
vision of Der Samener (i.e. Sammler), an earlier work written by 
Hugo von Trimberg (7. 1235-1315) thirty-four years before Der 
Renner, which may be dated 1290-1300. The author states in 
the text that he was an instructor at Teuerstadt, in the diocese 
of Bamberg, for forty years. The title Der Renner was not given 
to the work by its author, but by the editor responsible for the 
redaction to which ms. 763 belongs,— Michael de Leone, chan- 
cellor of Wurzburg, who in the middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury rearranged the text, and made its original six divisions 
into 42 chapters. 

The work is didactic in character; the main portion is devoted 
to preaching against the seven deadly sins, while the last portion 
deals with repentance, confession, and penance. The form 
adopted is that of a collection of allegorical and moralized tales 
derived from a variety of sources. While the chief source is the 
Bible, the work is notable for its wide citation of classical Latin 
authors, the Physiologus, Aesop’s Fadles, and the Latin Church 
Fathers Augustine, Gregory, Jerome, and Ambrose. This is in 
contrast to the contemporary German preachers, whose ex- 
amples were mainly derived from later churchmen such as St. 
Bernard, or from the Scholastics. In addition, the text is of in- 
terest for its social satire; it typifies the new literature of the 
cities and communes, whereas the earlier German literature, 
such as the Lays of the Minnesingers, was expressive of courtly 
ideals. Because of its appeal to the middle classes, Der Renner 
remained one of the most popular and influential works of the 
later Middle Ages. 

The manuscript contains ninety-one coloured drawings, of 
which twenty-nine are full-page, fifty-nine half or three-quarter 
page, and three are small. They are sketched in black ink 
coloured with gouache in brown, yellow, green, red, maroon, 
purple, blue, and grey. As befits the popular character of the 
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text, the manner of drawing is lively and expressive. The 
natural colour of the paper forms the background for the figures; 
the scenes, which are unframed, sometimes occupy two opposite 
pages. The angularity of the style resembles that found in 
woodcuts. In the opinion of Dr. Paul Wescher and of Dr. Ernst 
Holzinger, the manuscript was executed in Bavaria, in the 
vicinity of Munich; the miniatures show a relation to the master 
who in 1444 painted four panels for Kloster Polling. This artist, 
formerly known as the Weilheimer Master, executed a series of 
miniatures depicting the Twenty-four Elders, now divided be- 
tween the Kupferstichkabinett in Berlin, the Museo Correr at 
Venice, and the Graphische Sammlung, Munich.

Written and decorated in West Germany, possibly in the neigh- 
borhood of Mainz, in the second half of the tenth century. The 
text, consisting of Books 1-5 and 23-50 of the Moralia, is writ- 
ten in brown ink, by several hands in Carolingian minuscules, 
with headings in small rustic capitals. The quaternions bear 
contemporary signatures. 
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The decoration consists of thirteen initial letters, one prefixed 
to each of the books into which the text is divided. They are 
outlined in red or purple, either on the uncoloured parchment or 
on a yellow ground; some are plain rustic capitals, while others 
are of a simple interlaced type combined with plant or animal 
ornament. 

In the fifteenth century, according to inscriptions appearing 
in both the volumes, the manuscript was the property of the 
Benedictine Abbey of St. Mary the Virgin of Amorbach, in the 
diocese of Wurzburg (Lower Franconia). 


MS. 766 Specutum Humanae SALvatTionis. EnciisH. EarzLy 
XV CENTURY. 


In Latin. 70 + 1 leaves (13 x 934 inches); 2 columns of 25 lines 
each, below the drawings, and 1 to 4-line explanatory titles above. 
Bound in modern blue morocco. 


Written and illustrated in England, shortly after 1400, possibly 
at Bridlington in Yorkshire. 

The text of the Speculum proper, which is complete, is pre- 
ceded by a survey of the Old Testament to the Book of Esther; 
Tractatus Bibliae; Compendium Bibliae of Johannes Castellensis 
(fl. 1390); an alphabetical Table of names and scenes in the 
Speculum; and the Prohemium, containing an abridged sum- 
mary of the chapters. The text is written in a small, even hand 
and is rubricated throughout. 

The manuscript is illustrated with 192 pen drawings in light 
brown ink, arranged two to a page. They are so disposed that 
the New Testament scene at the extreme left is associated with 
three prefigurations, one immediately next to it at the right and 
two others on the page opposite. The hundred verses of each 
chapter are divided into four columns of twenty-five lines, 
placed under each picture. 
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The figure style is of a primitive but distinctive character; 
there is an attempt at conventionalized patterning rather than 
any desire for naturalism. 

The particular interest of the manuscript lies in certain de- 
partures from the customary iconography of the scenes depicted: 
for example, the Virgin as Intercessor baring both her breasts 
instead of one only. 

Fol. 1” is devoted to an Office of St. John, prior of the Canons 
Regular of St. Mary’s at Bridlington (/7. 1324-1379), who was 
canonized by Boniface IX between 1389 and'1404. He was ven- 
erated principally in Yorkshire, and this localization of the manu- 
script is substantiated by the appearance on fol. 28, of the arms 
of the Thirkill and Colville families of York. 


MS. 767 Eusesius CAESARIENSIS (ca. 260-ca. 341 A.D.). LIBER 
CHRONICORUM CANONUM. ITALIAN. XV CENTURY. 


Early 16th- 
century Italian binding of brown morocco, blind and gold-tooled. 


Written in North (?) Italy, late in the fifteenth century. 

The text is that translated from Greek into Latin and edited, 
with preface and continuation, by St. Jerome, with an addition 
by St. Prosper. It presents synchronized tables of the history of 
the world from the birth of Abraham to the year 325 a.p., ar- 
ranged in columns according to the chronology of the several 
ancient peoples. In general, the text conforms to the first dated 
printed edition (Venice: Ratdolt, 1483) and to the version con- 
tained in Migne, Patrologia Latina, although there are minor 
omissions and discrepancies in phrasing. Certain variations in 
the spelling of proper names recur in Parma Ms. 52. 

The distinction of this manuscript lies in the fine disposition 
of the text upon the page, which is enhanced by the elegance of 
the humanistic script, written in gold and silver, red, blue, 
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violet, brown, and yellow-green inks; the vellum is exceptionally 
white and highly polished. There is no ornament, although 
spaces have been left for initial letters throughout the preface. 

The binding, which is of a slightly later period than the manu- 
script, is of North Italian workmanship, probably Venetian. 
The brown morocco is blind tooled with some gilt stamping, in 
designs of interlaced knotwork, leaf ornament, and rosettes; 
there are remains of four silk ties.

German. XIV CenrTury. 


342 leaves (134% x 914 inches); 2 columns of 52-54 
lines each. Bound in 19th-century stamped calf. 


Written and illustrated in Southeast Germany, about 1370. 
The text receives its title from the words Christ Herre Kaiser 
iiber aller Chraft, the opening lines of a chronicle compiled by an 
unknown author at the request of the Landgrave Heinrich of 
Thuringia (1247-1288), towhom it was dedicated. The work is in 
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rhyme, in the Bavarian-Austrian dialect; the author states that 
he translated it into German from the Latin compilation Panteon 
by Godfrey of Viterbo (d. 1191). The Christ-herre Chronik has 
often been confused with the Weltchronik of Rudolf von Ems 
(fi. 1220-1254), but it is an independent work differing in its 
wider theological information. Textual agreement of certain 
portions in the two chronicles may be accounted for by their 
use of a common model. Further principal sources included in 
this manuscript are: The World Chronicle of Jansen Enikel 
(1227-1291), Canon of St. Stephen’s at Vienna; the introduc- 
tion of the German chronicler Heinrich von Miinchen (72. after 
1300) to his continuation of Enikel; the Geography of Rudolf von 
Ems; and the Marienleben, translated by Philip der Karthaiiser 
of Seitzer (7. ca. 1300) from an unknown Latin original. 
Manuscripts of this text are to be found at Munich (cod. germ. 
5, vellum, ca. 1370); at Vienna (cod. 2768, vellum, fourteenth 
century; cod. 3060, paper, 1426; cod. 2782, vellum, 1439); at 
Berlin (msc. germ. fol. 480, vellum, ca. 1410), and elsewhere. 
The decoration consists of 250 miniatures throughout the 
text, oblong in format, and varying in size from 3 by 2% to g by 
3% inches. Sacred history is very fully depicted, while there are 
but few scenes to illustrate the profane text. In addition, there 
are twenty-four foliated border decorations which somewhat 
resemble Bohemian illumination of the period, and are not with- 
out evidences of Italian influence,—a general characteristic of 
manuscript chronicles from Southeastern, as distinct from 
Southwestern, Germany. The scenes are framed in banded bor- 
ders and are furnished with a plain coloured background, gener- 
ally bright red or blue, or sometimes gold. There are relatively 
few accessories; the figures, though of rather short and stocky 
proportions, occupy most of the space enclosed by the frames. 
Although the drawing is somewhat tight and hard, the modeling 
of the drapery shows a tendency to the softness typical of South 
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German and Bohemian work of the period. The colours em- 
ployed are principally red, blue, lavender, green, and yellow. 
There is considerable use of gold as well as of silver which has 
now oxidized. The style is extremely close to that of Munich 
cod. germ. 5, which Dr. Georg Leidinger terms a sister manu- 
script and dates about 1370. 

An inscription on the last fly-leaf indicates that in the six- 
teenth century the manuscript was the property of Adolf Her- 
mann Riedesel (1528-1582) of Eisenbach, a noted jurist and 
book-collector. In 1602, his library, including this manuscript, 
passed to his grandson, Hans Sebastian Rotenhan of Rent- 
weinsdorf.

Written in Umbria, possibly at Perugia, in the second half of the 
fourteenth century. 

The Fiore di Virti was one of the most popular works of the 
later Middle Ages; it comprises a collection of sentences on the 
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virtues and vices drawn from various classical and mediaeval 
sources. These sentences are interspersed with novelle, and with 
moralized descriptions of animals, similar to the Bestiary, and 
derived from the De proprietatibus rerum of Bartholomaeus 
Anglicus. 

The text is decorated with capitals and ornamental initials in 
red and blue. There are also some ornamental border designs 
probably executed by the scribe himself; these include a checker- 
board pattern which may be the arms of the Vitelli family of 
Umbria. A further indication of provenance is the mention of 
Perugia in the last chapter, which is part of a continuation of 
the text probably composed by the scribe himself.

Written and illuminated in France, about the middle of the 
fifteenth century. 

The text of the Dits des Philosophes was a very popular one 
during the fifteenth century. A translation of it into English by 
Anthony Woodville, Earl Rivers, and printed by Caxton in 
1477, is the first dated book printed in England. 

The decoration consists of five large miniatures, each sur- 
rounded by a border of vines, flowers, and grotesques. A certain 
amount of repaint is evident in the miniatures, especially in 
that on fol. 71. The verso of a missing leaf between fols. 62 and 
63, containing the opening of the Sayings of Pythagoras, was 
evidently illuminated, as on the recto of fol. 63 an offset is visible.

The arms of the Rochechouart family, which appear at the 
bottom of every illuminated leaf and again in the right margin 
of fol. 1, were painted at some later date over an earlier coat of 
arms. This is evident from several offsets of the original arms— 
a cross upon which are disposed five cockle shells, with a charge 
in the quarterings. The same device appears on a shield upheld 
by an angel over the doorway, in the miniature of fol. 87. Upon 
removing one of the repainted arms of the Rochechouart, the 
arms below were revealed as those of the Montmorency-Laval 
family.

The text consists of a moralized allegorical poem written by 
Guillaume de Deguileville, a Cistercian monk of the abbey of 
Chalis. The date 1348, contained in the Explicit on fol. 99, 
probably refers to the completion of the poem rather than to the 
execution of the manuscript. This text is of the first redaction; 
the poem was rewritten and revised by the author in 1355. Two 
glosses in Latin verse, on the Pater Noster and the 4ve Maria, 
are added. The text is written in pale brown ink and is rubricated 
throughout, with initials in red and blue. 

The ninety miniatures, enclosed in square or oblong archi- 
tectural frames, are delicately executed in grisaille on the un- 
coloured ground of the vellum; they are touched with white 
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highlights and occasionally tinted with pale blue or red wash. 
The artist’s style is characterized by the expressive motion of 
his figures, their fluttering hair, and their flowing robes. The 
illumination closely resembles that in another manuscript of 
this text in Munich (cod. gall. 30). M. Henry Martin considers 
the artist a predecessor and possibly the master of the so-called 
Maitre aux Boquetaux, who is perhaps to be identified with Jean 
Bondol of Bruges (active ca. 1370-1380).

The text consists of: Epistles, Sermons, 
Miracles, and I[nfantia Salvatoris; together with various works 
of Origen, Eusebius, Rufinus, Augustinus and others. 

Each work is introduced by a gold initial letter on a square 
field divided into two vertical panels of red, pink, blue or green. 
In addition, there are two larger and more elaborate initials of a 
different type on fols. 3 and 65”. 
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St. Jerome’s translation from the Hebrew of an Apocryphal 
Infancy Gospel, Infantia Salvatoris, is contained on fols. 201- 
206, preceded by a prologue on fols. 200’-201 which is practi- 
cally identical with the 49th Epistle of St. Jerome. The text, 
which is incomplete, is apparently a variant of that in the 
unique Caxton edition of 1477, in The Pierpont Morgan Library.

The verso of this leaf contains, in Estrangela script, the Peshitta 
version of the Gospel according to St. Luke, Chapter I: 1-10.

The recto is occupied by a full-length portrait of St. Luke, 
holding a book on which are written the opening words of his 
Gospel. A rope border in red, blue, and yellow surrounds the 
leaf. The style of painting resembles that of the Syriac Ms. 25 in 
the Staatsbibliothek at Berlin. 

The dating of this fragment is very uncertain; it has been 
placed as early as the eighth and as late as the twelfth century.

St. Mar- 
garet is considered the patroness of parturient women, and such 
a roll as this may have been regarded as a talisman. A variant of 
the text of ms.

16th-century binding of pigskin blind tooled to an elaborate de- 
sign. The lower cover bears the initials /. G., probably those of 
the binder Mathias Gartner of Augsburg (ca. 1562-1590). 


Written in the Swabian dialect by Volckhard Landsberger of 
Kaufbeuren, and illustrated by several artists of the Augsburg 
School, about 1450-1460. 

The first part of this manuscript, devoted to the Speculum 
humanae salvationis (Spiegel der menschlichen Behdltnis), is illus- 
trated with 191 rectangular drawings in pen and ink tinted with 
gouache. These are not placed in parallel groups of four at the 
head of each chapter, according to the common disposition of 
Speculum illustrations, but are irregularly placed throughout 
the two columns in which the text is written. At least two hands 
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are apparent in the drawings; Dr. Hellmut Lehmann-Haupt 
considers that the relationship between them is that of master 
and pupil, and that they are examples of the Augsburg School, 
comparable to the Munich Bible of 1457. The drawings are of 
particular interest, since they apparently served as models for 
the woodcuts illustrating the first printed edition of the Specu- 
lum, issued by Zainer at Augsburg in 1473. 

The second part of the text, Von den sieben Tugenden und 
Lastern, contains fourteen drawings of the same format, in the 
style of the master artist of the Speculum. They depict the 
Virtues and Vices as allegorical female figures, armed and bear- 
ing shields and banners, and mounted on various kinds of beasts. 
These representations generally resemble the woodcuts in the 
Bamler edition of 1474. 

The third text, drs moriendi (Wie der Mensch sol lernen ster- 
ben), contains only a single miniature, placed at the beginning 
and depicting a man on his death-bed attended by two women, 
in a style similar to the preceding. 

Fols. 141-309” are devoted to the German translation, by 
Dr. Johann Hartlieb of Munich, of the Historia Alexandri 
Magni. This is illustrated by twenty-six pen drawings brightly 
coloured with a flat wash. The text is not written in two columns, 
as is the case in the preceding portions of the manuscript, and 
the illustrations are long flat rectangles occupying the entire 
width of the page. They are by another artist than the illustra- 
tors of the Speculum; his style is less draughtsmanlike in char- 
acter, but lively and well suited to the portrayal of narrative 
scenes. Dr. Lehmann-Haupt has determined that the woodcuts 
used in the first edition of the text, printed by Bamler in 1473, 
are reverse copies of the drawings in this manuscript. 

The scribe, Vélckhard Landsberger von Kaufbeuren, has 
signed his name at the end of each division of the text. The 
dialect in which he writes is an indication of Swabian origin, and 
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this is substantiated by the occurrence of his name in the Augs- 
burg tax-rolls of 1455 to 1462. Another manuscript written by 
him is an historiated Bible at Wolfenbiittel (81, 3 Aug. vol. nr. 
2822).

The text (incomplete) consists of a large part of the Gospels of 
Saints Mark, Luke, and John; an inserted leaf contains a por- 
tion of Chapter V of Matthew. 

The text is provided with the so-called 4mmonian Sections, 
until recently believed to have been devised by Ammonius of 
Alexandria about 220 4.p., but now ascribed to Eusebius (265- 
340 A.D.). A harmony of the Gospels appears at the foot of most 
of the pages. The quires are “‘signed” with Syriac letters; rubrics 
for the lessons are in a later hand. 

The script is similar to a photographic reproduction, in the 
possession of Dr. W. H. P. Hatch, of a manuscript which is 
dated a little before the middle of the sixth century.
